latelic Society. The poster stamps were 
issued by George W. Linn, printed by 
his firm Linprint, 
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and sold by him in his influential journal 
Linns Weekly Stamp News (see the July 
16, 1932 issue). | | 

George Linn promoted FDR for Pres- 
ident in his editorial, "A philatelist for 
President; Let Us All boost Roosevelt; in 
the July 9, 1932 Linn Weekly. In that 
same issue, he sold covers with a cachet 
similar to the poster stamps. 

The poster stamps were sold at twelve 
sheets (240 stamps) for 25 cents. The 
Sheets were printed 5x4. Linn later 
offered the cachet covers cancelled on 
FDR's inauguration day. 

There were four H.R. Harmer auc- 
tions of the FDR collection. The fourth 
(held December 17-18, 1946) included 
more bulk lots, and more material sent 
him by collectors and others. Among 
other things, this sale offered about 
3,000 covers for National Air Mail Week 
(May 13-21, 1938).

When stamp collectors found out about Farley 
purchasing proof sheets that were not available to 
the public they demanded an equal opportunity. 


George Linn stroked the fire with editorials in his 
weekly newspaper. Other philatelic publications 
joined the crusade. 

The Post Office Department relented and reissued the 
20 stamps with a special printing and made them 
available for a limited time only.

* Entering the White House in 1933 FDR's 
collection was estimated to contain about 
22,000 items in 30 albums. In addition he 
had 1000's more in boxes still to be sorted. 


• When he died in 1945, the collection had over 
1.2 million items. About 8096 was still in 
boxes that had never been opened. 


- There were an 
estimated two million 
stamp collectors in the 
United State in 1932. 


* Due to the popularity 
of the president's hobby 
it was estimated that 
over ten million stamp 
collectors were 
enjoying this hobby in 
the US by 1945.
